Tne plan as presented ip a Dill 
introduced by Representative W. A. Store of 
Pennsylvania provides that no alien immi- 
grants shall be admitted to this country 
until he presents a certificate from the 
Unitea states Consul at the point oy embarx- 
ation stating that a full inspection of the 
immigrant has been made and that he or 
she is éntitled to admission 2 the laws. 
The bill further imposes on United States 
Consuls the added duty of inspection of im- 
migrants. 
*This plan is likely to cause a stirin the 
consular branch. The bill imposes heavy 
responsibilities on the consuls at such lead- 
ing ports Of embarkation as Liverpool, 
Havre, Naples and Bremen, where the hum- 
ber of immisrants to be inspected @ally and 
furnished with certificates, would reach hun- 
dreds during heavy periods of immigration, 


“Thepdill makes ng provision for extra com- 


pensation to the consuls, nor does Mr. Stone, 
the author of the bill, think extra com pensa- 
tion will be necessary. 

There are plenty of people ready to ac- 
cept these desirable places, said he, with 
such duties as Congress may impose upon 
the places. There would bé no more need of - 
increasing the compensation of the consuls 
for the added service thanthere would be for 
increasing the sdlary of a judge when the 
number of cases before him increases.’’

There was no safeguard of good govern

or the emolument whereof had been in- 
creased during the “period for which they 
were elected, and to for bid the incumbent 
of ahy office from holding a seat in Con- 
gress, : 

The intention was to cover all possible 
avenues by which the President could in- 
fluence Congressmen: through the power 
ofappointment, The view of the major- 
ity of the Constitutional Convention was 
clearly expressed in a clause prohibiting 
members of Congress from accepting any 
office during their elective period, which 
was incorporatedin the Constitution, but 
was afterwards changed during the ab- 
sence of the Represeatatives of a State 
favoring it. Several States proposed the 
broader provision as an amendment, and 
during Madison’s presidency. à proposed 
amendment cutting off Senators and Rep- 
resentatives from the acceptance of office 
during the term of the President, under 
whose incumbeney they were elected, 
missed securing a two-thirds majority of 
the House by only three votes, 

It was believed that the mild and limited 
prohibition of the constitution would be 
amply sufficient to prevent any commerce 
of mutual benefit between the executive 
and legislative branches. A transaction 
involving an exchange of votes for a 
patronage consideration was undreamt of. 
The independence of the two branches of 
the Government was an essential princi- 
ple of the constitution, and it was not 
believed possible that men intrusted with 
power by the people could be guilty of so 
monstrous an offense as to violate it by 
bargain and sale of votes and appoint- 
ments. The scorn with which the sug- 
gestion of this possibility was rejected is 
shown by the following extract Irom the 
Federalist on the subject: 

The improbability of such a mercenary 
and porudious combination of the several 
Members of the Government standing on as 
different foundations as Republican princt- 
ples will admit, and at the same time ac-

Mr. Olney is the acting counsel for tle

Mr. Olney, it is said, approved a contract, 
witha sleeping car company by which serv- 
ice was to be performed for 3 cents a mile 
while a competing company offered the 
same service for less. Several other changes 
are made, anyone of which, if true, should 
disqualify Mr: Olney from acting as a pub- 
lic officer. 

The story is told on authority said to be 
the best. That Mr. Cleveland would make 
such an agreement is almost incredible, 
but the fact remains that his Attorney- 
General has not given up his private prac- 
tice, and it does not matter so far as the 
President is concerned whether he assented 
to it or not beforehand. He has permitted 
itfor a year and must have approved,

and the thick sheet iron, backed by 1 
irders, bent like cardboard, A e- 
at went over the side next, 
and a life raft was. wrecked. Then an- 
other sea struck the iron capstan 
bolted tothe deck. The heavy metal base 
was cracked across and canted over to one 
side. Then the seas racedup against the 
foundation of the bridge, formed of heavy 
iron posts. They were twisted from their 
sockets. The stern plates went next. From 
the stern the seas played forward again, 
ripping outa bit pore and there until the 
Ship looked like a junk yard. 

BY this time 445 was breaking. The first 
light showed the force and fury of the waters 
that had assailed the Taormina all night. 
The 133 passengers cooped up below peeped 
out occasionally to see what wae going on 
aloft. And when they saw, many of them 
thought their last day had come, They 
prayed and beseeched the officers to tell 
whether the ship was sinking, But the worst 


had nat come.

bridge stanchions they watched it come 

roaring down on the steamship. The sea- 

men scampered for their lives. For the space 

ofa breaih the giant sea poised over the 

steamship. Then it broke, with the thun- 

ders of a cataract, full over the rails. 

The decks were still deep with water when 

there came another crash,and the heavy steel. 
boom, fixed#o the main mast at one end and 

lashed to the deck atthe other, swung with 

aroll of the ‘ship, trailing the broken lash- 
ings withit. Asthe Taormina heeled, rails 
under the seas, the boom, gaining speed as 
it travelled, swung like a pendulum. It 
moved out over the vessel’s side, and struck 
the lee rigging, strained tight as a fiddle 
string. The destroying arm swung to and fro 
over the deck, rushing from side to side with 
frightful speed; * 1 

The seamen, with tackles ready, waited for 
the vessel to rest a moment that they might 
capture the runaway boom. But no man 
daredto go near it. So they watched and 
waited, expecting wreck and disaster with 
its every move. 

As itracedto one side the sweeping steel 
arm struck a gun-metal cannon used for 
signaling. The cannon cracked across the 
back, broken if half, and with the boom, 
went crashing from side toside across the 
decks. The tightened rigging @began to fray 
and then to part. Again the Taormina 
rolled to leeward. The steel arm raced 
around to that side. It struck the shrouds 
just above tke rail, and the battered rigging 
gave way. The wireropes went flying aloft, 
while the mast swayed from deck to main- 
top. For a brief instant it tottered. 
Then the seas rolled the Taormina to wind- 
ward. The mast tottered again and leaped 
from its base. Then, like a falling tree, the 
huge steel mast toppled over into the ocean. 
Bits of wreckage flew aleng the deck and the 
seamen scampered to shelter. All but One 
escaped. George Hubenet, a steward, was 
a bit too late. The tall mast, In its fall, 
tangled him in the tattered rigging and 
dragged him with it. The steel tube fell 
at right angles to the steamship. Fifty 
feet of rall on the companion went in the 
wreck, and eighty*feet of starboard rail fol- 
lowed it. Holes and dents were punched in 
the steel bulkheads amidships. In the midst 
of the tangled wreckage they found the 
steward. He was almost dead. Some ofthe 
seamen carried him below, while Capt. Koch 
set about saving the ship. 

The mast, with the steel boom still fastened 
to it, was hanging over the side to wind- 
ward, threatening to punch holes in the 
steamship’s bilge. The immigrants below, 
almost paralyzed with fear, were crying to 
be saved. 

The weather rigging holding the mast to 
the ship was cut away, and the Taormina’s 
head put uptothe sea. Then the wreckage 
was piled overboard, and, when the mast 
was trailing off from the side, Khe men cut 
the stays holding it to the vessel. It sank 
immé@diately, and the T&#Ormina, relieved 
from the dead weight, came to an even keel. 

She looked like a wreck. Hedecks were 
strewed with broken rigging, and mostof 
her rails hung over the side. 

When the vessel’s decks were cleared, the

on again on her course. The gale continued, 
dut from then on she escaped further injury. 
When she came up to her dock at south 
Brooklyn she wasin a sorry plight. Dents 
and holes in ber plates, the cracked capstan, 
the deck-house stove in, the bent and bat 
tered hatch-covers and general disorder 
rom sfem to stern, show what she bad en- 
ountereda.

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SAVING PUBLIC FUNDS. 


Rigid Economy Practiced by the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 7.—The Commit- 
tee on Appropriations believe that without 
adopting a policy of cheese- paring they will, 
by practicing close economy in making their 
estimates, beable to save the Government 


this year will be that much less than the sum 
appropriated by the last Congress. Chair- 


man Sayers says: 
‘‘The Appropriations Committeeſthas re- 
ported already to the House the District of 
Columbia bill, carrying $55157,573; the fortifi- 
cations bill, carrying $2,219,654; the pension 
bill, carrying $151,581,570, and the sundry 
civil bill, carrying $32,806,382. These bilis 
show a saving over those ofthe last session 
of the Fifty-second Congress of $24,605,759. 
Of this amount about $15,000,000 is in pen- 
sions. The estimate fortpensions as sub- 
mitted by the Commissioner last fall was 
$160,000,000 for the fiscal year of 1895. This 
was a’ reduction of $8,000,000 from the amount 
appropriated tor the current fiscal year, but 
the committee was satisfied that a still 
further reduction could be-made safely. We 
waited, therefore, until the first six months 
of the present fiscal year had passed, and 
from figures which we were then able to ob- 
tain we set the sum to be appropriated for 
the year 1895 at $150,000,000, confident that it 
would be sufficient to meet all legitimate re- 
quirements. 
„ Another large saving was made tn the 
contracts provided for in the last river and 
harbor appropriations bill. In these items 
the sundry civil bill, reported to the House, 
shows an economy of $6,000,000, a saving 
effected by not appropriating a dollar more 
than the Secretary of War and his Chief of 
Engineers certify can be spent durin 
year appropriated for. We are Gonfident 
that, in dealing with work 2 by con 
tract, our policy is the only safe one to pur · 
sue, 

„A saving of $250,000 was effected in the 
appropriation for the new Congressional LI. 
brary. For this work $950,000 was asked, but 
as Only $700,000 could be spent during the 
year, we limited the amount to that sum.
